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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Paul Fournieron 1 September 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

• Claim 3, Iines12-15 have been changed to: "the first and second planar 
members holding the insulating block in place by sandwiching the 
insulating block there between at its first and second sides without 
providing any fastening member in the insulating block, the first and 
second planar members being fastened to each other via one or more 
spacer members provided separately from the insulating block." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Re claims 1 and 2: The prior art discloses an x-ray source comprising: an x-ray 
tube, a power supply including an insulating block, a first planar member securing the x- 
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ray tube and arranged on a first side of the insulating block and a second planar 
member disposed on a second side of the insulating block which is substantially parallel 
with the first side of the insulating block. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly 
suggest an x-ray source wherein the first and second planar members hold the 
insulating block in place by sandwiching the insulating block there between at its first 
and second sides without providing any fastening member in the insulating block, as 
claimed in claim 1 . Claim 2 is allowable by virtue of its dependency. 

Re claims 3-8: The prior art discloses an x-ray source comprising: an x-ray tube, 
a power supply including an insulating block, a first planar member securing the x-ray 
tube and arranged on a first side of the insulating block and a second planar member 
disposed on a second side of the insulating block which is substantially parallel with the 
first side of the insulating block. However, the prior art fails to teach or fairly suggest an 
x-ray source wherein the first and second planar members hold the insulating block in 
place by sandwiching the insulating block there between at its first and second sides 
without providing any fastening member in the insulating block, the first and second 
planar members being fastened to each other via one or more spacer members 
provided separately from the insulating block, as claimed in claim 3. Claims 4-8 are 
allowable by virtue of their dependency.
